Leonardo II. Works a Fast Mile 
and Regains Favor — Jockeys 
for Twelve Sure Starters.

T/)IHSVILLM, Ky.. May 5.— With the rumiinii: of 
th« forty-sevrntli Kontucky Derby only two days 
(»ff a Iwtter idea as to the probable starters in the 
rare is possible. The present outlook is that about 
twelve of the country’s leadiiiK three-year-olds will 
i;o to the post, although the number of carded 
starters may reach fifteen. 

There is a general belief that Harry Payne Whit- 
ney will be represented by only Tryster and Pru- 
dery. The Xalapa Farm will also have a pair to 
carry its silks in Leonardo II. and Bon Homme. 
wrl|ile E. R. Bradley will send Black Servant and 
Behave Yourself to the barrier. 

Some doubt was expressed al>out Grey Lag being 
among tliom^ starting, for he showed u decided 
limp after his trial this morning, but trainer Leary 
W'as inclined to believe that the lameness was onl.v 
temporary and that Saturday will find the colt 
without any evidence of lameness. 

Leonardo II. continues to be a puzzle. He turned 
ill a sensational mile trial yesterday afternoon over 
the Churchill Downs track and it regained for him 
much of the prestige lost in the Blue Grass Stakes 
running. He had up light w'eight yesterday and it 
■till leaves doubt as to his weight carrying ability. 
Ttio Whitney pair continue favorites and will be at 
post time. Tryster came out of his last work in 
good style, but there are many good judges who 
hold that Prudery will lead the colt to the finish. 
It was trainer Row'e’s opinion all last year that 
Prudery could beat Tryster, and even after Tryster 
beat her in a close finish at Saratoga Rowe still 
contended with owner Whitney that she was liest. 

Sevenil of the Kentucky Derby candidates were 
given their final hard trials for the rich race this 
morning. The best move was that of Grey I.<jig. 
Harr.v Sinclair’s three-year-old son of Star Shoot — 
Miss Minnie, he running one and one-quarter miles 
ill 2:07. The Sinclair representative showed great 
Sliced all the w’ay, covering the first eighth in 
11%. quarter in 23%. three-eighths in 36, half 
mile in 48%, five-eighths in 1:00%,, three-quarters 
in 1:13%, seven-eighths in 1:26%. mile in 1:40%, 
and one and one-eighth miles in l:.‘i3%,. His lame- 
ness began to manifest itself after he had gone the 
first three-quarters, but he gamel.v continued and 
he apiieared to b<» in much pain when he pulled up. 

Star Voter, Commander J. K. L. Ross’ Derby 
bo|ie. ran the Derby route in 2:07%,, and- his show’- 
ing w'as de<*idedl.v g<M>d. He had a large stable 
Imi.v on him and carried more than his Derby 
weight. His fractional time was one-eighth in 
11%. quarter in 24. three-eighths in 36, half mile 
in 48%, five-eighths in 1:01%, three-quarters in 
1:1.0, seven -eighths in 1:28. mile in 1:40%, mile 
and one-eighth in l:.o4%. He seemed to run best 
in the last half and w’as fairly fresh when he 
pulled up. 

BILLY BARTON’S WORK UNIMPRESSIVE. 

Billy Barton W’orked one and a quarter miles in 
2:09. hut his performance was not impressive. 
At that he finished swiftl.v and covered the last 
«'ighth almost as fast as he did the first one. 
His fractional time was: Eighth in 13, quarter in 

25%, half mile in . 00 %, five-eighths in 1:03%, 
three-quarters in 1:16%, seven-eighths in 1:29%, 
mile in 1:43% and one and one-eighth miles in 
1:55%. 

I>'onardo II,. E. F. Siiiiins’ main reliance in the 
llerb.v, gave another exhibition of his remarkable 
K|wed at Churchill Downs yesior«t »y • 

the course dried out. He covered a mile in 1:38% 
with jockey Andy Schiittinger on him and showed 
terrific sp«‘ed tliroughout. He ran the first quar- 
ter ill 22%. thre<veighths in 34%, half mile in 
46%, five.-eighths in 58% and three-quarters in 
1 : 12 %. 

Over at Douglas Park trainer Alex Gordon sent 
Miiskalloiige. “Bud” Fisher’s Ilerliy eligible, one 
and a quarter miles in 2:13. The tnick was .soft 
and his trial >vas a good one under the conditions. 
He ran the quarter in 24. half mile in 49, three- 
quarters in 1:16 and mile in 1:44%.

The spring meeting at Lexington was held from April 23 to May 4, embracing ten days of racing, 
during which time seventy races were run and $91,230 distributed in stakes and purses. 'Tlie daily 
average distribution amounted to $9,123. In several resiieets the meeting was remarkable. The attend- 
ance figures were larger than in pn*vious years despite the adverse weather tiiat prevailed almost through- 
out the ten days. Strange, though, the increased attendance did not bring large returns in the mutuels, 
the volume of bedting falling below that of last year. This, together with the additional expense of 
oiieration, left a deficit for the Kentucky Joikey Club to bear. As far as the racing itself was concerned, 
more horses of the better class w’ere seen in action than is usually the case so early in the spring, and 
many interesting t*ontests were witnessed. The iiercentago of winning favorites fell bidow the normal 
mark, the bad weather and muddy track conditions being largely rcsiionsiblc for the overthrow of the 
public choices. 



E. R. Bradley did not have many horses in ac- 
tion, but the few that did start made the most of 
their opportunities, with the result that the master 
of Idle Hour Stud heads the list of the mon$y- 
w’inuing owners Avith $8,075 to his credit. G. F, 
Baker is second, his horses capturing the largest 
number of races and $7,396. Among others that 
fared w’ell are H. H. Hewitt wdth $4.9<K); O. B. 
Potts. $4,895: J. O. & G. H. Keene, $3,.5,50, and 
Gallaher Bros,. $3,342.

Excellent Inaugural Progam, with 
Paumonok Handicap and Suf- 
folk as Main Attractions. 



NEW YORK. N. Y., May 5.— The New York 
racing season of 1921 will be inaugurated tomorrow 
afternoon when Jamaica throws open its gates for 
the eighteen days’ sjiring meeting of the Metropoli- 
tan Jockey Club. Weather prospects are not fa- 
vorable for the opening and the track is muddy, 
but it has absorbed the moisture nicely and, 
w’itliout further precipitation, will be satisfactorily 
fast. 

While it is regrettable that the far-famed earl.v 
spring which contributed to the exceptional (v>n- 
ditioning of the thoroughbreds in this section for 
their annual appearance did not endure until rai’C- 
goers had a taste of their favorite sport under ideal 
conditions, it is certain that a great gathering will 
respond to the initial bugle call in spite of adverse 
temperature, inasmuch as the race-hungry patrons 
of other eastern thoroughbred proving grounds have 
braved the elements on numerous o«*casions this 
spring to he on hand to witness their favorite siiort. 

The metropolitan season will extend from its in- 
auguration Friday afternoon until the month of 
October has passed into history. The eighteen-day 
meeting at Jamaica will be followed by a meeting 
of similar duration at Belmont Park. Aoueduer 
next comes with a nineteen-day meeting and Yonkers 
follow’s with a scheilule of the same length. Sara- 
toga will as usual have the month of August with 
twenty-seven racing days. Then the horses return 
to this immediate neighborhood, holding forth first 
at Belmont for thirteen days, then at Aqueduct 
for twelve, Jamaica again for thirteen and finally 
bring their activities in the East to a close in a 
twelve-day meeting at Yonkers. 

For Jamaica’s opening pn^ram tomorrow the 
Paumonok Handicap will claim first interest, while 
tlie Suffolk Selling Stakes will provide fitting sup- 
port for the feature. 

Eleven have been named for the Paumonok. It 
is a three-quarter-mile dash for three-year-olds and 
upw’ard. J. E. Widener’s Naturalist, accorded the 
honor of top impost in the original announcement 
of weights, is among the entries. He will carry a 
burden of 131 pounds. G. W. Loft’s On Watch is 
allotted 126 pounds and P. A. (’lark’s Dunboyne. 
winner of this race last year, is next in line with 
124 pounds. I^ord Brighton, w’hich will be coupled 
W’ith Krewer as the Rancocas Stable entry, will be 
asked to carry 120 pounds and H. P. Whitney’s 
candidate. Dr. Clark, is in well at 119 and is thus 
equally weighted with J. S. Cosden’s Blazes. The 
Kilrane stable’s Irish Dream, the Greentree Stable’s 
Debadoii, the Oneck Stable’s Frigate and G. A. 
Cochran’s Smoke Screen complete the entries. The 
Paumonok carries with it a guaranteed value of 
$ 6 , 000 . 

GOOD YOUNGSTER IN SUFFOLK. 

The Suffolk Selling Stakes, next in importance on 
the program, has an added value of $ 2,000 and, 
while the selling clause in its condition precludes 
the iMissibility of contestants of the first rank 
being brought to the lamt, there are an even dozen 
juveniles of lietter than average class entered an?l 
a good contest should result. This race is at five- 
eighths of a mile and is framed exclusively for 
two-year-olds. Incidentally, it is the first time 
this year that the youngsters have been a.sked to 
go five-eighths. 

Three-year-olds are scheduled to hold the center 
of the stage in the first rai’e, know’n as the Inau- 
gural, a five and a half furlong event, for w’hich 
fourteen runners of respectable performances have 
been named. 

Another allowance affair for tw’o-year-old maid- 
ens will bring the day’s racing to a close. 

The second and fifth races on the card are 
given over to the platers and both have draw’n 
lieavily from the available siippl.v of competition, 
sixteen and eleven being noted as likely starters in 
the resiiective contests. The former is at five and 
a half furlongs and the latter at a mile and sev- 
enty yards. 

All in all it is a card worthy of the best tradi- 
tions of opening-day programs on the New York 
tracks. 

Thu H. P. Whitney string of eighteen that S, A. 
(Hopton brought here Monda.v from Havre de Grai’e 
will get into action immediately. Dr. (’lark Avill 
carry the well-known silks in the Paumonok to- 
morrow. Since his arrival here he has worked 
tliree-ipiarters in 1:13 and, with only 119 iHuinds to 
carr.v in tomorrow’s feature, should be a hard one 
to lieat. 

Both On Watch and Donnacona of the Loft stable 
are in prime condition, the first mentioned being 
select«Hl to carry the New York turfman’s colors in 
the Paumonok.

AV’ith such as 
these tin* thrill aeeoiiipany ing the triumph of a colt 
or filly, ill wliose blood favorite strains have bee i 
bb‘ii(led. lias iiieaiit a thousand times more than 
any iiion(>rary return, and it will l»* an iiiifortun.ile 
day for the turf when this .sentiment ceases lo 
exist. 

Among the earliest of our groat men to find 
peace and tranquillity .amid Ids liorses was iLe 
gn*at commoner Henry Clay, whose breeding ven- 
tures lx*gan iu ISAM;, at tie* Iiisturie Ashland Stud, 
near L‘xiiigtoii. Ky., w’liere thoroughbreds of (piality 
have lx*en imxluced almost <s)ntiiiuous|y ever since. 
It was ill a speecli in favor of eompromise in the 
lieriixl when the Ciiited States and AJreat Britain 
W’ere ondiroiled in the war of 1S12 tliat the eminent 
statesman showed what w’as uearest Ids heart. He 
had lx*eii accused of ambition in efiiirieetioii with 
th»* presidency, and it was in silencing those who 
advanced the charge that he employed the follow- 
ing language, which gives those of tlie jireseiit day 
a close insight into the character of the man; 

‘T am no candidate for any office in the gift of 
the pbuple ut these states, united or separated. I 
never wished; I never exixated to be. Pas.s the 
bill, traiiquilizf* tlie count ry, restore confidence in 
the riiioii. and I am willing to go liome to Ash- 
land and renounce public service forever. I sliunid 
there find in its groves, under its shades, «»n its 
lawns, midst my flocks and herds, in the iKisom of 
my family, aiiieerity and truth, attaelimeiit and 
fidelity ami gratitude, wliieli I have not always 
found in the walks of public life.” 

Although Henry (’lay never liad more than a 
dozen mares at Ashland, that close student and 
charming writer Andrew L*onanl tells in Ihe 
columns of the Lexington Herald of the tremendous 
influence of two of them on the tlioronglihred 
families of tlie present time. Those w’ere Margaret 
Wood and Magnolia, whi<’h w’ere presented to him 
in 1845 by Aieiierai AVade Hampton of SouYli Caro- 
lina and Dr. AV. N. Mercer of Jjouisiana, respec- 
tively. Between them they gave tlie turf twenty- 
fiye foals. Margaret AVo«xl was by Priam .Maria 
West, by Marion, while Magnolia w’as a daughter 
of Glencoe — Mj’itle, by Alameluke. Among Mag- 
nolia’s children were Kentucky and Gilroy, while 
her descendants include Iroipiois. Sallie McC'Ielland, 
Panique, Blazes, Salvidere, Uncle and a host of 
other good ones. 

The descendants of Margaret Wood are equally 
renowned, among them lM*ing Day Star. Mixlesty, 
Riley, Elizabetii L., Ballot, Peg Woffington, Azra, 
Ben Brush, Brixanstick, Regret, David Abirrick. 
Allan-a-Dale. Balgowaii. The Manager, 'Thunderer, 
Exterminator, 'I'ryster and liconardo II, 

It was at Ashland tliat Henry Clay passed the 
closing years of his life. Ashland became the prop- 
erty of his son, James B. Clay, and from him It 
was transferred the State of Kentucky for a 
time, during wliieli it was maintained as an agri- 
eultunil and meeliaiiieal college. It was restored 
to the Clay family tliroiigli the instrumentality of 
Major Henry Clay Melh.well, whose son, Thomas 
C. .McDowell, is breeding fine horses on it at the 
pr<*8eiit time, every one «»f the dozen mares thereon 
tracing to either M.-irgaret Wood or .Magnolia, while 
the premier sire The Manager is descendoil directly 
from the former through Bracegirdle. IVg AA'of- 
fington. Ballot. Balbxui and Heraldry. Other 
meiiilxTs of the famous ('lay family actively en- 
gaged in the breeding thoroughbreds in Ken- 
tucky are 'Thomas J.. George H. and Charles D., 
sous of James B. ('lay. 

What a wealth of sentiment must be associated 
with such a breeding establishment as Ashland — 
rich as it is with the finest traditions, and most 
treasured ass«K*iations of the gn*at men and horses 
of the past 120 years. It is fitting that a filly 
.stake named in Iionor of the great nursery should 
he mil each year at L*xiiigtoii, and that a tropliv 
should Ik* offered by the master of the fine old 
place as an incentive for others to keep alive tiie 
sort of spirit which imule Ashland iiossible.

He w;is broken as a y»‘arling with u view to try- 
ing him in flat races, as Claney Ls of the opinion 
that horses lightly raced as two-year-olds make 
tile best steeplechasers. He was given a run at the 
Curragh of Kildare in April and then turned «nit 
at grass until the following Oebdier. For th<? 
next twelve months he liad a fairly easy time, just 
being h.'ieked and trained to jump a natural 
country; carrying a lady to hounds on a few m-ea- 
sions. As one who knows him well remarks: “He 

was one of the brainiest and b<*st jimipers I ever 
nsle, and I had many pleasant deays on Sliann 
Spadah before the time came for him to earn his 
living. 

The rest of Shaun Sp.idah’s eareer. eulmiiniting 
in his remarkable triumph in the Grand National, 
is already turf history.

Your Majesty the 1920 Leader Among | 
Thoroughbred Sires of Argentina.

LO.NDON, Engl.’iiid, April 18. — The complotf 

statistics in relation to the leading stallions in 
.Argentina were soniewiiut delayed, owing to tlie 
lielated publication of the official records. For the 
first time in his career Persimmon’.s son. Your 
Majesty, is at theh end of the sires’ list. For 
sorye years previously he had been “knocking at 
tlie door.” 

Your Majesty was bred by J. R. Joel. He was 
the best three-year-old of his year, when he won 
the E«-lip.se Stakes and the 8t. Legcr. A I together 
he eariieei .$105,6.50 for his owner. He retired to the 
stud in 1910 at a fee of $1,000. After two seasons 
.Mr. Joel sold Your Majesty to Senor Luis' Gastells 
for $110,000. Mr. Joel has publicly stated that his 
rc'a.son for selling was that ho considered Your 
Majesty inclined to be “soft” — a characteristic of 
some of the Persimmons. He w’as afraid ho w’ould 
transmit this defect to his offspring. AVithin a 
couple of years it was apparent a mistake had 
b«‘en made, for tliat grand filly Princess Dorrie 
w’on both the One Thousand Guineas and the Oaks 
of 1914. 

5’onr Majesty went to Argentina after the 1911 
English stud season. When Senor Castells dispersed 
his stud ill 1914 it was reported that Y'our Majesty 
had been sold to a French syndicate for $175,000. 
Within a month the great w’ar broke out and Your 
Maje.sty could not be sliiptied to Europe. What 
suhseqiienLiy Irauspired has never b«*en revealed. 
Later on it was noticed that Your Majesty was 
standing at the famous Ojo de Agua SQid, the 
owners of wliich evidently secured a Hrst-class sire. 
His offspring sidd in 1919 yielded $19t»,215 for 
tw'enty- three lots—an average of $8, ,530. Last year 
the aggregate was $70,715 for nine lots, averaging 
$7,855. Tliese are reniarkahh* figures. In uddi 
tion it may he noted that Your Majesty in 1919 
W’as third in the sires’ list, with the winners of 
seventy -three races wortli $128,220. 

Nassovian’s half-brother, the luckless Craganour, 
has not done so well as the previous year, when 
he W’as second on the list. In five years Craga 
Hour has sent out the winners of KHi races and 
$480,230, st» obviously lie lias lieen an outstanding 
success. .Lardy, twelve months ago, was the chain 
pion stallion. He died in 1917. His stock first 
raced in 1910. and to the end of 1920 liad won 536 
races and stakes of the value of $1,397,965. 

The following is the record for 1920 of the leading 
twelve stallions of $50,000 winners in Argentina. 
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
